the illumicatioDs by the electric light In 
this city was realized, and drew fcrtLr 
much praise and but little condemnation^ 
from those who witnessed it. 
Owing to 


the hurry to get the light in operation 
last night, some of the little details of 
the machine and connections of the wires- 
were overlooked and the lights were not 
as perfect as they will be when ail is ! 
thoroughly adjusted. 
As has already i 


been stated in the Gazette, the dynamo, J 
from which the electric light is generated, | 
is located at the Jnuesville machine com- ! 
pany'.s works, who furnish the motive 
power. There are ten lights attached to 
this machine, one o£ which is located in 
the wood shop of the Janesvillo Machine 
company; two at the C. O. D. store (one 
of which is in the street); two in MoJKey's 
store; one in the drugstore of Preutice & 
Evenson; one in the .New fork drug- 
store of E. B. Heimstreet; one in the 
clothing store of M. O. Smith & Son; one 
in Palmer & Stevens' drugstore; and ono 
in W. T. Vankirk's grocery store, making 
sis lights on the west side and four on 
the east side of the river. The illumina- 
tion iu these busicess places was bril- 
liant, each light being of the capacity of 
2,000 candles. Perhaps the most brilliant 
effects were produced iu the drugstores. 
The store of Mr, E. B. Heimstreet pre- 
sented a beautiful appearance under the 
brilliant glare of ths burning carbons, 
aud the store was "brighter than day."

Kutler, Attroney 
for thu Dofonsc. 
The following is a synopsis of the re- 


marks of A, K. E. Butler, one of the at- 
torneys for the defense, at the opening of 
court this morning. Mr. Butler said in 
substance: 


We have reached the point in the case 


where it is our duty to state to you our 
line of defense in the cause. I approach 
this duty with trembling, absolutely op- 
pressed by the weight of responsibility 
that rests npon me. A young maD, a fine 
looking man, is charged with the crime 
of murder, the taking of human life; but, 
gentlemen, we must 
all 
remember 


through the case, that he is innocent un- 
til proven guilty; and each aud every 
one of us is bound to give him this 
shield of protection. Let us, then, take 
our stand on this ground. It is a fearful 
thing to bo charged with the crime of 
murder; and some men have been pun- 
ished when innocent, and we are cau- 
tioned by past experience to be watchful 
lest we go astray. In the light of rules 
of law which will be given you by the 
court, you will decide this case. I was 
retained in the case early after the homi- 
cide; my associate a little later; I en- 
tered upon this case reluctantly, for I 
had retired from active practice; but the 
mother of" this boy came to me, and en- 
treated me to defend him; so I have en- 
tered the case, and will do my duty as a 
lawyer, and then leave the rest to you. 
I wont to Racine soon after this occur- 
rence, and expected that I could find the 
roport of the testimony taken at the in- 
quest, I will do Mr. Cooper tho justice 
to say that he would do anything for me 
personally, but for some reason he hesi- 
tated to give me the information I want- 
ed. I stated to them that it was a public 
record, and as counsel of the defendant I 
had a right to see it. He acted as though 
ho was afraid some one was watching to 
aoe iE anything should be done to help 
tho defendant. I failed, utterly failed, to 
find out on what charge my client was 
held. I make these remarks about these 
Pi.aome officers, not from any personal 
feeling against these officers, but to show 
you that they have not treated the de- 
fendant fairly. We came to the examine.- 
tioii, aud I then again asked to see the re- 
port of the coroner's inquest, but I was 
kindly refused. It hurt me to find that a 
man charged with a high crime, should 
not bo permitted fo see what tho charge 
rested npon. At tho timo the exami- 
nation was first called, the state put it off 
on the ground that one of the witne.sses 
was absent; that witness, I believe, was 
B. L. Lewis; this I will show you after I 
take my soat by evidence. We shall at- 
tempt to show that before the examination 
SDUIO agent of the state saw this witness 
aud found out what he knew of the case, 
and he informed the state, and he was 
told that he was not wanted hero on the 
part ot the state, that he waa worth S5CO 
to tin: dofance, but nothing to the state. 
Wo found that two of the witnesses for 
the state would not be sworn, Doiau aud 
Greasing, the court knew v/hat passed bo; 
twcen the attorneys on both sides, tho 
roason why we feared the reason they 
would not be sworn because tho testimo- 
ny would largely tend to prove the inno- 
conso of .the defendant. The fact, if it 
bo a fact, that tho deceased end the de- 
fendant were addicted to the vice of 
gambling, the life of a gambler is as 
much entitled to protection as the life of 
any other man. Because a man is a 
gambler ho should not for that reason be 
shot. On tho other hand, if the defend- 
ant wore a gambler he should not for that 
reason be convicted, he is a man tho samo 
as we are. God forbid that I should say 
anything bat m this way of explanation 
and answer to the other side against tho 
life of Captain Pngli. 


Oar defense, gentleman, rests mostly in 


the evidence of the witnesses for the state, 
all our witnesses but ono are residents of 
Racine. 


]. will say to you frankly that on tho 


evidence offered by tho state you shall 
acquit the defendant, that it became nec- 
ossiry, or apparently necessary, and that 
such killing was justified. Tonnicliffe, 
Kotchum, Tory, Dietrich, Dolan and 
Grossing aro tho witnesses as to the hom- 
icide at;d on their evidence we claim jus' 
tificatiou. 


In conclusion he said that Clifford was 


a small man, weak from his birth; and 
that he was no match for Captain Pugh 
(who 
was a large, strong and muscular 


man, 
weighing upwards of two hundred 


pounds) in a personal encounter, and that 
the defendant was justified in shooting 
him; that he (Butler) would have shot 
before the defendant did; and that the 
jury ought to acquit the prisoner. 


The first witness for the defense was 


Deputy Sheriff Spitzman, of Racine, who 
testified to finding a watch chain on the 
prisoner, broken in the encounter with 
Captain Pugh. 


Ed. Simpson, Clifford's "partner," who 


held the money bet by Pugh, said, when 
asked his business, that he was a "sport- 
ing 
man;" 
and 
when 
questioned 


furl her, he appealed to the counsel for 
defendant to know if he was obliged to 
answer that. The counrfc said he thought 
ho had made sufficient answer. Himpson 
told a very straightforward story of tho 
occurrences before the shooting. 
The 


feature of his testimony was that he re- 
fused to pay the bet because he thought 
there had not been fair play. 


Tho defendant is on the witness stand 


this afternoon, and his testimony is all 
the defense will offer. 


The defendant in his testimony gave 


minute details of what transpired up to 
the time of the first two shots, after 
which his memory seemed to fail him. 
His version of tho affair does no differ 
materially from the testimony of the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution.
